Buc fecondly .end principally, by man in tl c T<xt 
is meant the Lord Jeius Chrift,who is both God and 
Man.and as truly Man asGodyind who,and nene bc- 
iides him, as a m*n > doth or can cxa&Iy decipher 
Antichrift's number j & yet whofe munberfttf 4 W0) 
doth clearly and exactly difcovcr his number , both 
what it is 9 and when it ends. 

1 know this Anfwer or conftruclion of the Tc xt is 
novel, and contrary to all Expofitors upon the place 
that I ever faw or heard of; yet I do not defpair of 
fome light and weight from ir. For 

Firft, The Text is pofitive, that the number of the 
Beaft is the number of a man in fo many words. 

Secondly, What man ( but the man Chrift Jefus, 
both God and Man) can characterize by his number 
the number of the Jkaft, 

ThirdIy,The laft claufc of thcVerfejiVs.//^ numltr 
is 666. may be as equally^ and more aptly conceived 
to be the number of the man in the foregoing claufe, 
than the number of the Beaft in the fir ft claule of the 
Text , for the Reafons enfuing 5 and if that be the 
true dependancc , I fhall not doubt in the fequel of 
this Difcourfc to fatisfie my Reader that Chrift is 
the man intended. Yor> 

Firft, Though the word bit, in the laft claufe,may 
refer to the number of the Beaft inthefirft claufe* 
yet it is more immediately fubjointd to the number 
of the man in the middle claufe. 

.Secondly, Though the firft claufe bids him that 
hath undemanding, count the number of the Beaft, 
yet the dire&ion given him there to do it,is the num- 
ber 
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berof the man, and that bis number, that is to fay, 
the mans mmUr (whofoevcr he be ; is 666. and if I 
cannot count the number of 'the Beaft but by the 
number of a man, and by thai mans number alone, 
whofe number 11666. then it will not bediificult to 
prove, that this man is and muft be the Lord Jcfus 

Chrift. 

1, And from thefe premiles we may conclude, 
firft, That it the £ord Jcfus be the man in the tcxr, 
that then the Reign of Antichrift,and che number ot 
the man, may end and determine at one and the fame 
time, and in one and the fame year j for as the word 
bis in the laft claufe, hath immediate relation to the 
number of a man in the middle claufe * fo the word 
it in the middle claufe , hath immediate relation to 
the number of the Beaft in the firft claufe, And this 

1 conceive the rather, becaute the prophelying of the 
Witneflcs 1 260. dayes,and Antichrifts treading the 
holy City 429 Months, do begin and end at one and 
the lame time. f 

Secondly, That if the number of Chrift, and the 
number of the Beaft be the fame , and determine at 
one & the fame time, that then the coming of Chrift 
is not far off', and that the reign of Chrift fhall be 
the mine oi Antichrill, and that his mine, (hall be 
effected or brought to pais by Chrift s own and more 
immediate Power, as far above the ftrength ot men 
to effeft 9 a* it is now above their wifdom to con- 
ceive* And this accords with that of the Apoftle; 

8. where having faid that Antichrift fhall 
be confumed by the Spirit of his mouth ( which we 
have already teen fulfilled in a great meafure ) he

3. That it 666 be the number of the man, and 
the number of the man be the number of Chrift Jc- 
fus, and the number of Chrift be the deciphering 
numbc r of the Beaft, then it will follow, that the ac- 
counting of Chrifts number, and the number of the 
Be aft is one and the lame thing clofcly couched in 
this text, and deciphering each other. 

But fubmicting the fc things to the (can of thofc 
that are better able to judge of them, I dial proceed 
to tell you how Ddvid^sa type of Jetus Chr>ft,doth 
by his number decipher the number of Antichrift,and 
both in his pcrfon, and the pcrion of Chrift I ihall 
further handle and diicufs the two laft Propofitions 
promikuouily.

5.4, 5. and how 

juid wherein that number 70 may be accommodated 

co the number 1 2 6o, or Antichrift's 42 monthf 9 you 

willcafily conclude that Davids number (aslfaid 

before) doth in a more remote fence characterize 

the number of the Beaft. For

of Babylon, and the Laud of the Chaldeans for their 
iniquity agai ift God and his peoplejind make it per- 
petual delolations, Jfr.25.12; and that he would 
vifit them, and return them to Jerufalem, ]trtm.i 9.

3. And thirdly, parallel to this 1 find, that that 
1 8 feventies are the exaft and compleat number of 
myfticalBibylon, or Antichrift's 42 months allow- 
ed him to tread the holy City, or Church and peo- 
ple of God under foot, Rev. 1 1 . 1 . 

4. And fourthly, that 18 feventies are the exaft 
number of the 1260 years prophefying of the two 
Witneflcs, 25mm 1. 3. and the direct age of Ddvid 
a type of Chrift, divided into 18 parts. 

5. And fifthly, that when 12 6q yearsjor 18 feven- 
ties are near accomplifhed, or draw towards an end, 
or ( as our Tranflation hath it ) when they fhal have 
finifhed their teftimonie, c?od hath promifed and 
foretold deliverance to them from the power and 
thraldom of myftical Babylon, or Antichrift , and 
thrcatned mine and deftru<5tion upon him and all 0-

Seventhly, I find further, That feventy yearjafcer 
the end of Antichrift's Reign, in the year 1665. (for 
1666. ftiall be the year of his tall; arc the number of 
years added to him by Vsnh^in two periods of time, 
viz. 1 290. and 1 3 3 5. In the hrlt twenty five, and in 
the lafUourty five, in all feventy years. At the end 
of both which periods,great and remarkable Provi- 
dences (hall happen to the Church and people of 
God; at the end of the firft, the call of the J ew?, ex • 
preft Dan 12. 7. 1 1. and at the end of the laft peri-; 
od, the final mine of Amichriftby the glorious ap- 
pearing of Chrift , and the refurre&iou of the juir, 
hinted in Dan. 1 2. 1 3- -in theic words , TboU fbalt 
fAndimhelot at the end of theddjes. And I humbly 
conceive, That during thefe laft feventy years, Amu 
Chrift may live and have his being, though not reign 
and tyrannize over the church, as he did in the fore- 
going 1260. years, but rather ftriving and conttia- 
in* with theni for the recovery of his loa dignity 
and prcfervation of himfeiff Hencethat man that 
fhall live at the end/of thofe feventyyeats, oc to the 
1335, years (which is the year 1735* after our Sa- 
viours Nativity; i& caUed a bkffed man it ith refer, 
" ence 
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ence to the great joy and happinefs that he and all 
the people of God (lull then enjoy mthe glorious 
Kingdom of Chrift , the Refurretfion of the Saints, 
and the total and final mine of Antichnft, Dam 1 2 . 

Eighthly, I found alio, that feventy was the num. 
ber oi the Church of c?od, or of all the fouls of the 
houfc of facob that came mtoEgfpt, Gen.^6.26^7 
Dcat io.22 t £x^i.i,2,3,^. and the number of 
Difciplcsthat had power given them over the power 
oftheencmyji^.

Ninthly, You may alfo obferve, that the fercnty 
years captivity of the Jews inwWw was ten time! 
feven Sabbaths of years, and that God in wifdom de- 
creed that number for their captivity, that the land 
which they had polluted by their fins might keep her 
Sabbaths as long as (belay delolate, 2 C*M«.«,» »• 

An'dtenlhly, That feventy weeks, or feven i feven- 
tics of years was the determined time of God upoa 
the Church of the Jews, from their return out of M- 
™/«Ttill the coming and death of the Meffiah, D*». 

9 'Vti laftlv. That the 3J dayes recorded in 
theeleventh of the Reflation, for the flaying of the 
witness and their lying in .heftreet of the great 
Citvunburied amount to ia«o. dayes, accomptmg 
them in a Scriptural notion tor three years anc « 
halt, and being devidedby feventy , they produce 
eiahC. leventies in the whole, and differ from the 
Xno hingbut the fcortnefs of time, .hey being 
but u<o. na\uul dayes, and the other fo m^ , 
year s

All which and more that might be added/erioufly 
confidered and laid together, have givcnine fomc 
preemption of the truth of that exposition of the 
mmbtr of a man> both what it is, and how it may fitly 
be applyed to the number of the Bcif^vvith refei ence 
to David the type of Chrift j and I do notdoub',but 
if 406. be tie true time of the riie, 1666. (if not be- 
fore,) may be the time of the fall ol Antichrift. 

But to proceed let us defttnd from Dai id the type 
(of whom I fhall tell yon more hereafter) to Chrift 
the Amity pe,who as 1 tell you is the man principally 
intended in the Text, and whole number 666, doth 
more clearly decipher the number of the Bcaft, for 
though feventy Dwtds time or number multiplyed 
by eighteen, doth chara&erifc the Bcafts fourty two 
months or 1260. years D yct I could not accommodate 
it to the number of 666. fo as thereby to difcover 
Antichrifts number, and being f nutlets in my endea- 
vours fo to do, I conceive with r t,L, and fevcral other 
Authors, that the myftery of that number was only 
the concealment of the millenary number left out for 
brevity fake according to the account of all or molt 
Nations. And truly 1 cannot deny but that the noti- 
on of the millenaries omiifion, hath truth in it, and 
doth hit the truth of the Text (as to time) thought 
do not think it to be the clear and genuine cxpofition 
of the Text -, nor of the number d6tnth<rcinfpecificd, 
as 1 hope I fliall make out for the full fatisfaclion of 
my Reader in the following difcouife, but that the 
true icope and meaning of the whole Text, is, That 
the number of the Beaft is the number of a mar 5 That 
this man is ihc JLord Jefus Chrift, and that his num- 
ber 
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ber (viZ.) Chrifts number 666. being applyed to 
Chrift with reference 10 feme part of his time thai 
he lived in the rlcfh, doth clearly and plainly without 
ftrantng decipher and point out the number of An- 
tichtift or the Bcaft.

Whereas if you confider that the 
Text faith not {the') number with reference to Anti- 
chritr, but Qns) number with reference to the man 
is 666 then he that counts the number of the Beaft 
mult c iqaire and firtdc out here the rumbcr-666. faid 
to be the number of the man , doth decipher that 
which Sr. hln permits him to reckon or count, and 
not to add the millenary number tocomp'cat it to 
1 666 for in that way <S66.doth not at all characterize 
the number of the Beatt. 

Therefore lor the better difcovcry of the true 
meaning of this number 666. and what number it 
points at, we arc to confider the whole time of our 
Saviours life and the levcral eminent periods thereof,

wrought miracles after he was perfecuted by the 
Jews, which was juft two years and no morc,and the 
i .; j other half year was fpent without difturbar.ee or per- 

> ; fecution, either in )udra, GAllile, and other remote 

placer from jern/dlfm, as I fhall in the fequel of this 
difcourfe make plain by tl c hiftory it felf . 

In the mean time I fhall tell my Reader, that as 
there were three times or periods recorded in the

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Revelation that are very dark, and have troubled and 
puzzellcd moft Expoiioors upon thofe Texts till of 
late times, (viz.) 

Firft, Amichriftsfcurty twomonths,or the u*o. 
dayes mourning ofthewitnefles in fackcloth, both 
whic h are one, and do begin and end at one and the 
fame time, . 

Secondly, The flaying of the witncflesat theend 
ofthefeycarsbythelpaccot $i. years. And^ 

Thirdly, The number of the Beaft faid to be the 
number of a man, whole number is faid to be 666 1 

So the Lord Jefus Chrift the man in the Text for 
the better 'deciphering oi all thofe myfterious ex. 
presfions or numbers, had three moft eminent peri- 
ods of time during his beir g in the flcih, that do de< 
cipher and explain the clear meaning of the Holy 
Ghott in them all for the comfort of his Church and 
people.

I lhallnext tell you how 1 the pcrfon of Ddvld as a 
man, and a type of the Lord Jelus Chrift, as King c f 
7/i ; 4«fj doth reprefent much (though not nil) of what 
is faid ot theperfonof the Lord jefus-, for as- 1 told 
you before, his full age was 70. yeers, the number of 
a man, and how 70. is applicable to 1 2 <5o 3 1 all© told 
you in many particulars which to avoid repetition I 
forbear further to mention. He alfo had three re- 
markable periods of time. viz,. 30. yeers, as a pri- 
vate man, beiore he began to reign; 7 J. yeers while ft 
he reigned in Hebron, and 3 2 -j yeers m I, r.ffal(rn y for 
the record whereof the Scripture is io pun&ual,that 
if there were not foraething extraordinary in it, I 
cannot fee why the Holy G'hoft rtiould be f as I may 
fay with reverence) fo folicitous about it. 
• I dare not confidently affirm that the notion of the 
number 70. hath truth in it* but (lull fubmit what I 
hav.,' faid upon it, to the lean of better judgement \ 
oiiely this I am (ure of, that both it and 30. and 7 \ , 
zvd p}'. have all of them that in them -that doth 
clearly hut and bear proportion with the Lord Jelus,, 
the Aati-type of this number, which f asberorej 
doth lb tully decipher the number of the Beaft s for 
(&* I (aid betore) 70. is the number of a man 5 30. is 
the number ot that man in particular, the Lord Jefus 
Cnriltp who with Dwid\w<\ jult fo long , and no 

longer 
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longer in a private capacity ; and 311. is the direft 
age, and full time of tha life of Chrift in the ftefhj 
and 71 is exactly the time of Chrilt's perfection be- 
fore his death by the Jews, three times overhand you 
may perceive by what is faid already , how all thefe

I fhall alfo leave to confideraiion whether S$ImoH 
iiC^.io.i4 thefon of x)^;^ an d King of lfreel 9 be not in this 
2 c " r<? -^ I 3-p articu j ar as wc u asman y others, a type of the Lord 
Jefus Chrift, whofeCiown of Excellency is recor- 
ded to be 666, talents of Gold, as his revenue for one 
ycer 5 1 fay, whether this may not type forth , and 
hold out the number of Chrilt, faid alfo by St. Ithn 
to be 666, for one year, with reference to that great 
glory that he (hall manifeft, and (hall be given to 
him from Saints and Angels in the yeer i666 as the 
revenew of his fufferings by the fpace of 2f,yeers, 
typed out by his number 666. which being doubled 
and halved for the other yeer and half ot his life, 
dothcxa&ly ( though very clofely ) point out the 
number of the Bcaft to end in the year 1666, I can- 
not alfo pafs with filcnce that which is remarkable 
tome (what-ever it may be to other men ) that 

thefe 
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thefc ai years of our Saviour being put into months, 
do cxacily arife to 30. months, and no more, which 
(bcincr taken for years in a Scriptural account; do as 
enuaUy decipher the 42 . months reign of Antichrift, 
the tirfo. dayes prophefying of the Witncfles 111 
fackcloth, and the time, tunes, and halt atimcot 
D4»V/, as the 30. years of his life in a private capa- 
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r the 30. years of DavUs life in a typical way, 



did make the fame difcoveries. 
It remains now that I keep my promife to my Rea- 
der, in proving by Scripture from Sr. W Gofpe!, 
that though our Saviour cxercifcd Iv.sMmiftry 3-?, 
years from hisbaptifm to his fuffcring ; yet that but 
1«- of thofe years arc and ought to be accounted as 
hi l s number; tor if this be not plain and Moveable by 
Scripture all the former notion figmfies little as to , 
what is formerly premifed it doth hold forth. 

lc is plain by Su Lnkt, that when our Saviour was , 

baptized, he was but (^) ao. years old 5 and Dr «£*7«. 
Lhhtfoot doth learnedly difcufs that he was baptized 77^ ^ 
at the beginning of his 30^. year current , and did . 
Uvea'-, years after hisBaptifm; by which he con-; 
eludes his whole life to be but 32- years." ' 

Now if this be a truth, (as I believe it is) then the 
firft year of his Miniftry was fpen.t when he Was 30. 
years current, and the fecond year of his Miniftry 
was fpentwhenhewas 30. years compleat, and at 
his * t currentjand by this it will follow, that though 
he did preach' and work miracles in his ^oth. year 
current, yet his number with reference to his iufter- 
in«s, did not commence till he was 30. years com- 
Dleati and that this is a plain truth, will further ap- 
K D ptar 
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pear by the ftory in Sc. Itin, which I mud crave leave 
of my Reader to expatiate in a little, though I know 
before-hand, I do but light a Candle to the fun, in 
telling him what he knows far better than my fclf ; 
though haply nor he, nor many others have obfqtved 
this particular circumltance in the ftory , asit refers 
to ChrifVs number* 

That he was baptized in Septenfar , fix Months 
before the fiift Pafsover, is abundantly cleared by 
Dr. Lightfoot in feveral places of his Hamtny. 

That he fpent thefc fix Months after his Baptifm 
in fafting, temptation andconfli&s with the Dcvily 
teaching and working miracles in ]ndea 9 Galilee , and 
other parts remote from Jtrufalem, all the Evange- 
liftf concur in. 

That at the firft Pafsocver after his Baptifm , re- 
corded in Uhn 2. 13. he went up to 'Jentfulem , is 
without difpute. 

That being thcre,hc purged the Tcmplcwrought 
many miracles on the Feaft-day of the Pafsover, 
whereby many are faid to believe on his Name , ap- 
pears in the fame chapter, from the thirteenth vcrfe 
to the end. 

That he had no difturbance from the ]<»s at this 
Pafsover, appears by Nicodemus his acknowledge- 
ment of Mm (though a Ruler of the Jews ) and our 
Saviours full, large, and free difcourfe with himj 
throughout the third chapter, and by his peaceable 
departure from Jerufalem, from whence he is faid to 
go with his Difciples into Judca, and there tarryed 
ver*i 2 , of the third chapter. 

That 
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That in the 4th. chapter knowing the exception 
that was taken againft him by the Jews, at the mul- 
titudes of people following him , and chat they had 
heard that he had made and baptized more Diicioles 
thcn]ehn, he left )udea 9 and departed vmo Gdtle^ 
John 4.1,3. Aid taking bis putney hj Samaria, tw$ 
daytsaftet he departed thence , and rv nt int§ Galilee 
vcr. 43. And in G*liUt he came again inti Canaof 
Galilee, rvhtre he made the tva'er Wine^ and cured the No- 
ble mans Son ftck at Capernaum* ver.^ei. to the end. 

That in the fifth chapter our Saviour comes again 
to ]eru[alem t tothePalsover, which was thefecond 
Pulsovcr after his baptifm, John 5* 1. ( as'Dr. LlghhHarm. 244,] 
jeot proves that Feaft to be) there he cures the impo- 2 45 in- 
tent man at the Pool of Bethefda, of an infirmity of 
38. years (landing, from verfe thefecond to thefe 
venteenth. 

That this cure was wrought on the Sabbath-day, 
for which the ]e*s firft ca*il with the poor man, and 
afterwards with Chrift himfelf 3 and the Text faith 
exprefly, that therefore (that is to fay) for breaking 
the fabbatb, and not for his Doctrine , or his jgooti 
work wrought upon theman, did the Jfwiperfecute 
arid feek to kill himivrr. 16. '' 

That at this Pafsover ( and' not before ) we read of 
Chriflfs pcrfecutton. 

That before thi»' Pafsover (and confequentty be- 
fore his perfections there was; lapfed of his if years 
Miniftry, 1 \ years, whereof one year from fiis bap- 
tifm, was to compleat hii 30th. year, and the other 
half year did commence his 3 r. year current. 
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That from the end of his firft years Miniftryytlicrc 
remained yet ai years complcat to his crucifying, 
whereof thefiift halt year was fpent without any 
public* perfecution of tic lews in remote parts from 
je/u/ahm, as you may fee in the (lory* 

That alter thcie things Jeius departed from ]erm 
fitlertii and went over the ica of Galilee , which is ihc 
feaof Tyler tat , and went up into a Mountain , and 
there fate with Ins Difriples, hhn6, 1,3. 

That when jefns perceived that the people refol- 

ved to make him a King; by force, he departed again 

into a Mountain himfclf alone, John 6. 1 5. 

That they afterwards find him at Capernaum, v. 2 4. 

, where fjc prcachcthto them what is recorded in that 

chapter. 

That the third Pafsover drew nigh 5 lohn 6. 4. 

That till the Pafsover came, he walked in Galilre; 
for he would not walk in Jeary , becaufc the }tm 
fought to kill him, \»hn 7.1 

That from chap. 7. to chap. 13 1. which was the 
fourth and laft Pafsover, and at which he fufr'cred, 
we have recorded the gracious difputes & arguments 
of our Saviour with the hwt, anct their bafe and un- 
worthy carriages towards him 9 amongft which this 
is moft remarkable v that the main 1 thing for which 
they perfecuted him, was their blind zeal for the fab- 
bath, and that not onely at the fecond Pafsover, M. 
5.16., but alfo at the third Palsover , for his cure of 
the blind man upon that day, I^K^k 

By all which it is evident to me> that as heexerci- 
fed his MiniftrygJ, years after his baptifm, before 
his death j fo he enjoyed his liberty fo to do> without 

di- 
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d.ftnrbancc/romthe/^S that is to fay, from the 
sllhedrin of the / »r, by the (pace of 1 * yean 9 uU 
his appearing at j « */-.'*», at ihc fecond Paffcovef af- 
x Q S P bapri&i. Wl one year of that umewasw 
complcat his aoth. year current of his age and that 
he U ed juft »*! ycers longer, and no more, belore he 
was crucified at the tourth and laftPaOeovcr. 

Nor do 1 find that any of the other Evangc-lifts do 
make any mention of any perlccimon (w*. open 
perfecution from the Council at jerifiltm ) that did 
£d him, but (uch as is concurrent with that men- 
x ioned by St. ]obn at the fecond pifleover, thoughts 
faTd before; they do all handle the ftory of our Sa - 
liour,without regard had to the precife time or place 
of thines recorded by them. , 

It is true, that we fead of many temptations, and 
other moft unworthy carriages from the Pharifccs 
towards him in feveral places and pafsages of the o- 
thcrEvangeliftss but whether they were before this 
fecond pafsover recorded by. St. Jj*,, or after it in 
order of time or not, as they are filenr in tt, fo Hhatt 
Jeaveit to the judicious Reader ro detcrmimvthough 
however I yet knowthey did not amount to the name 
oHpen pekcution > or. at leaft to any perfecution . 
that wa.backt by Authority from the great Council 
a 7wM or if they had fuch Authority, ye he 
lafi halt yeer before the fecond pafsover, was part ot 
the ai.yccrsof Chrifts life from his 30th. yecr com- 
pleat,Vhicbisenough to prove that he was in 1 ■ 1 perlej 
cmedconditionbut afcyetfMnd which («I»« 
before) decipher the 4*. months of Af c £" ft »f'. 
as equally as his a*, yeers perfectmon doth the n«m 
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ber of the Beaft by his own number 6661 

Befides the proof of the point by Scripture, as a- 
forefaid, we are not altogether deftitute of reafon 
for its confirmation not ontly that it is fo , but alfo 
why of neccflity it muft be fo » and can be no other- 
wife. For, 

Fiift, There is no other period of time, or num- 
ber of yeers of our Savionrs life , that is , or can be 
applicable to tic number 666. ( which the Text it 
(elf faith is his number) that doth or can decipher or 
produce the number of the beaft, fuppofed to be 
1666. but 3* yeers. 

And this Khali endeavour to illuftrate and prove 
after this manner , by telling my Reader , that the 
Scripture gives Antichrift 4 3. months for his reign, 
and limits the propheiying of the Witnefscsto 
1 2 60. yeers compleat.TfucjUiileis you allot 30.yeers 
complcat of Chrift's life, to thefe numbers, you can- 
not exactly decipher AntichrilVs 42. months,cbv, by 
them, but if they be accomptcdas cc mpleat yeerr, 
then there remains but 2* yeers of his iifeDehind,and 
thofe 27 yeers do exactly decipher the number of the 
beaft to end in 1666. by the mans number 6664 viz, 
by adding 666. for the fecond ycer, to 666. for the 
firftyeer,and 333. for thelaft half ycer, which in all 
makeup 1665. 

We may alfo confider, that if we fliould imagine 
any other number than 666. to the deciphering num- 
ber of the Beaft, (whether more or lefs) we mould 
not onely be under the curfe threatned , Kt v,22. 1 8, 
19. foe taking from, and adding to the words ot this 
prophelie, but (hall alfo find that no number under 
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or over that number 666- for 2? yeers , will exactly 
hit the number 1665. but will cither exceed or fall 
fhort thereof. And if we (hall imagine a (boner or 
longer time then i\ yeers to be the time of the man in 
the^exc^nd apply his true number 666.to that time 
whether under 01 over 2 j.yccrs, we (hall as foon find 
that no time applycd to the number 666. will exact- 
ly point otit the time of Antichrift •, for if you ima- 
gine a greater time, fuppofc 3 \. ycers,then 666\mul- 
tiplied by 3^. will arife to 2 3 3 1 .yeers-, or it you ima- 
gine 3. yeers, 666 multiplied by 3.gtves I998.yeers, 
both which do exceed (by much) the true computa- 
tion. So in like manner if you tuppofc a lelser time, 
of two yeers for the man's number , and apply 666. 
to that time , by doubling it, the produft will be but 
1332. yeers, which arclong fincepaft, andastar 
fhort of the right number 1665- « the other do ex- 
ceed it; which clearly demonftrates the truth of this 
firft Reafon. . 

Secondly, It is not proper to accompt any part ot 
his time in which he lived without perfecutionor of* 
fence from the J«rx t all or any part of that time or 
number, which doth decipher the number" of the 
Beaft, becaufe as Chrift and Antichrift are oppofue 
each to otherj fo the deciphering of Antichrifts reign 
by Chrift that is his Oppofue, muft arife not onely 
from him as his Oppofue, but alio from fuch a time 
or. his wherein he found and met with oppofitiori 
from Antichrift. And this laft Reafon tells us ■> that 
if we could either find out or imagine any number 
or time that would exadly hit or jamp with Antt- 

chrifts number ( neither of which I.jfeink «*cpo»* 
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ble ) yet it were not at all rational in us to pitch upon,' 
or apply that time or number ro him, unlcfs we could 
prove withall, that Chrift was persecuted by Anti- 
chrift that very time, and no Jong* r. 

Thirdly, Tnc coming of Chrfft expected by his 
Church and people, is not folcly and fimply to ruinc 
Sc dtftroy Antichnft(thcugh that be a truth)but alfo 
by (o doing to avenge his own blood } as Head of his 
Church as equally as the blood of his Saints , as hi? 
M)flicat Body that hath been fhed by Antichriftj and 
if to, then it cannot be f uppofed that the Lord Jclus 
will be more zealous in vindicating his Church <M his 
mjfticaliody or member s^haw he will be of himfelf as 
their mf ft. CdiHtad: Whence I conceive , that as 
.none could characterize the number of the Beaft ex- 
actly, but Chrift himfelf, fono time of Chrift doth 
or can lo fitly fuit with the lkafts number, as that 
time wherein he met with fo much hard and barba- 
rous ufage and mealure from the Bead, in thercprc- 
fentativc body of the whole Nation of the )nvi> and 
the power that Heathenifn Rome had then over that 
whole Nation- 

Fourthly,, I may. add, that the Lord Jefus Chnlt 
did in a manner at'his firft being in the tielli , type 
out and decipher his own time ot per iccuiion before 
his death, to be juft i\. years , and no more , by his 
flight into Ej^*> and continuing there (as may well 
be (uppoled;by the (pace of 2j.yecrscomplcat> or at 
leaft 2\ .'yeers current as is manifeft fcty the ftory> for 
the Text is plain in the fecond-of Matthew 9 that 
Chrift was in Egypt till the death of Hero^md that 
Herod (lew all the Male-children that were in Beth- 
lehem, 
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l bert, and all the coafts thereof, from tao years old, 
and under, according to the time he had diligently 
enquired of the wife men; and the Text faith , that 
Jojefh did not return into GaliUe till ^Archelaui rcign- 
cdjfor after he heard thereof, he was afraid to go in- 
to )ude*>. And it is apparent byHiftory, than He- 
rod lived above two Months after that bloody Maf- 
facre* By all which it appears, that as the Nation of 
the jews were at the coming of Chrift in the fiefh, 
under the Roman power, and could not put our Savi- 
our to death without the confent of Pilate the Dele- 
gate of that power, in his laft 2 i. veers* fo the fame 
power of Rome had typically expreft it felf by the 
fame fpace of time in the perfon of H<rod the King, 
in a moft barbarous and bloodthirfty defire after the 
life of the Lord Jefus, by that revengeful fa& of flay, 
ing the children. . . 

And that this truth may yet further appear , it is 
very obfervable, that as all number arifeth from uni- 
ty, and no number can be counted but from one or 
more unities, as its Balis or root j lo this numjjer of 
Chrift faid to be 666 and to be that number by 
which a man of underftandiug may count the num- 
ber of the Bead, hath its rife and foundation from 
one, two, or three unities, placed together under the 
feveral denominations of one, ten, and one hundred, i.io.toa»i" 
as you may perccivein tie margenr. 

And that if you double the radical numb cr , /*. 
in. confiftmg of three unities, fo far as you can car- 
ry it without cyphcrs(towiijto (en, where you muft 
begin again, as in all other numbers, you (hall eafily 
perceive that this number doth not oncly produce 
' £ the 
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the number ^6.iaidtobc thrift's number by pro- 
greffton 7 "-. times over, bur. alio 3. times over the 
number ot* the Beaft, at the end ot thcyeer i66f. 

And it is further obfcrvable, that as 1 1 1. doubled 
as afore (aid , doth produce 1 66 5. three times over, 
and 666 (even times and an hair ovcr^ fo 1 1 . piodu- 
ceth 16 5. three times over, and 66 7} times o v cr, 
and 1 . produceth 1 5 . three times over , and 6—j' it 
times, as the rile and foundation of the other num- 
bers. *And that no oiher numbc r* do or can produce 
the fame numbers of 6- (6. or 666 nor of 15-165 
and 1665. as thoie do * nor can they be wrought 
without tailing fhort, or exceeding thefe numbers, 
rorwtthout ciphers in the end or middle part of thofe 
numbers, to fupply and fill up the defedt of unities: 
Whereas thefe numbers of i-f i-& 1 1 1 . do (as was 
faid J in a way of progrelfion, produce the numbers 
before- mentioned, without the help of cyphers ci- 
ther in the middle or end of any number, as ari fin g 
from one, two, or three unities, and bydivifion de- 
clare and point out the numbers aforelaid. And from 
hence I conclude the manifold and infiiiiterwifdomof 
God in folding up more myltcnes in this number 6U 
then p tor ma ft is able to difcover or fathom, referring 
to himielf as one God* and the Trinity of pcrtons in 
that Godhead, revealed in his word to be 3 . in 1 .and 
1 . in 3. And that Chrift as God man , is and muft 
needs be the man in the Te x t whofe number it is, and 
from whom (as God, or me Unity j it hath its root, 
and of whom it is faid in the beginning of the verfe, 
Here is Wifdom; that is, (if i miltake it not ) Here is 
Chrift the Wil'dom of the Father, who alone is able 

exa&ly 
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exactly to count the number of the Bcaft,ind whofe 
time of differing or pcrfeciuion as a man, applycd as 
aforefaid,muftbc,andisthc onely and cxacl chara- 
cter of his own glorious appearing^ I do not fay per* 
lonally,thc-U£h that alio in his time may be a trutly 
on the behalf of his Church, and of the numbcr,fall, 
and final mine of Ant'chtift at that day and time of 
hi* appearing, in what kind or way foever it 

fliallbc. 

It is alforemarkablcjyea wonderful to confidcr, 
that as our Saviours number 666. arifetb from one or 
more unities, placed cither fingly, as i.or additional- 
ly, as 11 or 1 1 1. do produce ( -66 •& 666 9 as afore * 
laid-, fo the number ot Antichnltdccyphered by his 
number, tuns all upon 5 . the unlucky number, & that 
number which Mr. Potter faith is the number ot all 
lumbers, fo much doatedupon and admired by Anii- 
chrift and his party. 

For as 1 . produced^, for Chrift s number , io it 
characterized! 15. or three fives, for Antichrift's 
number-, and as 11. produces 66, for Chrifts num- 
ber, fo it points out 165. or 1 3. fives for Antichrift's 
number j and as 1 11. produccth 666 as Chrifts num- 
ber, fo it difcovcrs that Ancichrifts number is 1665. 
or 333 fives, 

I might alfo tell you, that as 1. or one unity produ 1 
ccth 1 5. and iii or two unities produce 165. & in. 
or three unities produce 1665. ioboth 1665. & 16s. 
divided by ? 5. do give the quotient 66.times over for 
the one, and 6. times over for the other, with three 
fives remaining as the fraction, and do ftill face , and 
and as I may fay da-e and oppofe each other,and dc 
E 2 termine 
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tcrmine the Beads number to fives, or r 5's, which as. 
as Mr. Potter hath learnedly difcuft, is that number 
wherein the Antichriftian party do (o much glory, 
and upon which they lay fo great a weight and (Ucfs.

Hence the number 1 2 . and the number 1 44. in the 
Revelations of St- )ob^ are fo often mentioned both 
with allufio:i to the i*. Apoftles that were to be 
Plantets of Chrift's Gofpel after his death, among 
allNations,and to the 144000.Gr the new jerufalcm, 
'as arifing from the number 12. the root thereof. 

And though Mr. Patter and many other Writers 
of great efteem in the Church of God 9 and to me, 
were miftaken as to the number 66<5.by making it the 
number of the Beaft, it being onely the number of a 
man, or the Lord Jefus Chrift-, yet both Mr. Pfitter 
and others are right as to the number 12. with refer- 
ence to the Ap( files, and to the number 1 44. with 
reference to the N e w jtrufalem , the firft being the 
root of thelaft, and thelaft theifluc and produtt 
of the firft. r 1 

It is true, that the number 646; the number of the 
man, applied in 2T. yeers, or the 13^. part of Chrifts 
life to Antichrift, and multiplied 2$ . times Over , as 
the whole time of our Saviours perfections and 
fufferings under Antichrift, doth decypher the num- 
ber of Antichrift both what it is , and when it ends, 
as you heard before* yet it cannot properly be called 
Antichrifts number , being exprefly faid to be the 
number of the man, and that number only by which 
a mm of underftanding may count the number of the 
Beaftjfor it would be as ridiculous to fay Antichrifts 
number fhall decypher or difcover Antichrifts num- 
ber, as it was ridiculoufly blaiphcmous] in the Phari- 
feesto fay Chrift caft out [Devils bf.Btefoebub the 

Prince 
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P rince of Devils •, againft which abfurdity our Sa- 
viour argues, that Satan cannot be divided againft 
himfeif, for then his Kingdom could not ftand'j and 
I may as well fay, That if 666 be Antichrifts num- 
ber, and doth alfodecyphcrwhatishisnumter, An- 
tichriftisby this oppoiiti on divided againft himfeif, 
e^f.But to let that pafs-,Upon thefe premifes we may 
conclude fas before) that as Chrift was perfecutca 
but si. yeers, or the 1 %th part of his life, and It ft the 
other 12. parts thereof as dividable among his 12. A- 
poftles that were to furvive and (ucceed him in the 
planting and building up his Church among all Na- 
tions} io their faid number of 30. entirely confidef* 
ed, or 1 2. times 2^. diftin&ly conftdered, do, and 
may decypher andpoint out the number of the Bcaft, 
both with reference to his 43* months reign, and to 
the yeeri 666. the time of his fall. 

If it be obj< &ed, that St.taxl was as equally an A- 
poftlcasanyof thereft, hiving his call to the -^po- 
ftleftiip immediately from CI rilt himfeif, as it is re- 
corded in ABi 9. and Gdl. 1 . at large ; and if fo, that 
then the number 12. is exceeded , and being fo, can- 
not hold in the former application toChrifts remain- 
ing time , either totally as 30 , or diftinclly , as 2 \ 
twelve times ovcr,not yet to the decyphering of An* 
tichrifts number ? 

It isanfwered , That notwithftanding that be a 
truth, yet St. J ohn that wrote the Revelations by the 
Spirit of God many yeers after Pauls converfion and 
call, and fome yeers after his death , doth never ex • 
prefs himlelf in any other number than the number 
12. as the Cardinal number of the new }tru[altm>

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and the fuUnumber oi the Apoftles, which certain: 
ly he would have done, if there had tan any tim- 
ber other then 12. a* the commonly reputed and 
ordained number of the Appjlles of Jems 

And though we read, and that truly, that Psul 
was an Apoftle of Jcius Chrift, yet we never- 
read that he was ever accounted or reckoned as 
one of the 1 2. or additional to that numberotdam :

I go being nOtonely difFerenr,but in nioft things con- 
trary to all Expofuors upon the lame fubjeft, and in 
fame particulars fuch in which ( as I think ) few oi 
none have gone before me. I muft alfo tell him,that 
all men (and.much more I ) are at the beft but poor 
and empty creatures, and neither do nor can rccei e 
the dilcovery (much Ids reveal it) of Divine Myfte- 
ries,but like narrow- mouthed bottles, by drops , as 
it {hall plcafe God to enlighten and enlarge ui $ and 
that! being enlightened at any time to (cethem, 
thottghbut at adiftance^ if ycu do not take them 
w hi lft you have them , you cannot keep them, and 
much lefs improve, them to any height; for either 
ihey.vanifhot themfelves, or clfe ii your brain Lc 
working upon them, they are like pegs that drive" or 
crowd out one another 3 or waves or the fea, that 
eat up, and drown one another. Thefe things pre- 
mifed, I (hall proceed to give you them as they are, 
with lome hopes of acceptance, though they come 
not in that drefs and garb that a more able pen would 
have^put them into. 

Thc^^.yecrsinthe nth of Daniel, accompung 
from, the 1 290* dayes, the call of the Jens, and con* 
tinuitigto the 1 £35. day cs, the new Jerufaler* , may

As the Church of the ]em was 70, ycers ( the num- 
ber of a man) in captivity to material Babylon , f the 
CLurchof the Gentiles is to be under the captivity 
of Myftical Bafylo 1 42. month* O or 1260. yeers from 
*he rile of Antichrift, which is juft 1 8 . feventics-, at 
the end o( which time or period , there is 70. yeers 
more to cpme before the Kingdom of the Lord Je- 
fus be compleatedj during which 70.yeers, tiie blood 
of the Church or people of God ihall be avenged on 
the Pope or Antichrift, after his fl rft fall, to his final 
mine and downfall. And in the 2$th. ycer of this 
Jaft70- yeers, t/^ thtyeer 1290* afcer the rife of 
Antichrift, the J«w (hall be called, and Jew & Gen- 
tile, made one entire bedy or Churchof Chrift.And 
the other 45. yeers may be fuppofed to be che'time 
of avenging not oncly of the blood of the Saints and 
people 01 God, as an c mire Church , whether jews

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or Gentiles; but alfo C and principally; of the Lord 
Jefus Chrift himfelf, fo barbaroufly (bed by Jnti- 
chrift : For as Chriffc number 666. multiplied by 
2 j. the time of his perfection and differing under 
Antichrift,doth decyphcr the number of iheticaft to 
end in 1665. And asAntichrift had i8.fcventies given 
him t* reign 5c tyrannize over the Church & people 
ot God.in allufton to the 70. yeers captivity of the 
Church of the Jews under material B4h)U»',foCbnit 
as Head of his Church, and the Church themtelves, 
both Jews and Gentiles , fhall avenge his and their 
blood upon him and his party, both Turk and Pope, 
notonelyfor the whole term of 70. yeers after hi s 
firft fall, but after a more eminent manner and mea« 
fure, the la ft 45 . yeers of the faid 70. ycers 9 which 
is exactly iS. times s'r, the time of our Savioursper- 
fecution and fuffering, alluding to Antichrifts 18. fc- 
venties, the timeor his tyranny over the Church> 
and doth clearly type out and decypher his total and 
final mine at the end of that term, as 666- did by the 
fame number of af. decyphcr his firft fall in the yeer 
1 666.

muft re ft. 

1 am not ignorant that this my expofitionof the 
three numbers mentioned in the 1 ith of DanielyVlz. 
i2$o. or the time, times, and halt a time, as it is pa- 
raphrafed both there, and in the Revelation,! xpo.-gc 
1 33 5. is contrary to all Expofitors that ever I read 
or heard of 5 and in that regard (and as coming from 
one that knows very little Jit may haply not find that 
acceptance that otherwife it would » had it been difht 
out by fome learned Rabby, I fhall therefore , the 
better to confirm this opinion, endeavour to give my 
Reader the ground of the miftake of many other 
Authors upon the fame fubjeot , which being difco- 
vered, willbackandftrengthenwhatlhave laid, in 
fome competent mcafure j and I apprehend it to be 
asfolloweth. , . 

In all their Difcourfcs I obferve , that they limir 
thisexpreflion in the 1 itkseu Andfrtm the time that 
thcdaiij Sacrifice jhallie taken away -, and the *b*minati-> 
on thdt rnaktih a'efolate, f<t up, there jbaU be 1 2 90. days. 
. > s I lay 
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I fay, they limit & bound the fence & meaning of 
the Holy Ghoft to the ]emjh facrifice offered daily 
in the Temple, and to the fetting up of Heathenifm 
and Idol. worfliip, according to the manner of the ' 
Heathens, as that abomination that fliould type out 
and hold forth the beginning of that time from 
whence the I290.dayesarc to be reckoned. And 
fome pitch upon Titus his time , and fome upon the 
reign of Julian the Apoftate > and fo account 1290. 
yeersfrom their refpc&ive dates and times 5 which 
accompt , ii&. that of Titus 5 is expired for many 
ycers paft ; and that of ]nlian is alio lapfed in fome 
1 2* in others io.intheleaft 6.yecrspaftj and as yet 
nothing appears a$ tending to the call of thejfiw. 
Now if there were nothing elie to convince the 
error of thefc conjectures 9 but the running out or 
lapfing of the time of all of them, yet that it fclf is

As we muft therefore look for iome other Epocha 
orbeginning, to fix this 1 290. daysupon.fo we muft 
find out fome other expofitionof the words of the 
Text in theie two claufes, %iz.

I know it becomes not me to adventure upon that 
which hath puzzelled not onely the moft learncd,but 
alfo the godly -wife of our and former times* and 
that when 1 and all others have done what we can, 
yet we muft let down with conjectures onely, and 
content our { elves and others, to have faid but what 
we think ( and may probably be) a truth. v And it is 
fit we fliould fo do, that God may have the glory of 
G ' """ hts 
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liis own infinitewifdom, which wc are prtfne to rob 
him of, if we couldj pofmvcly determine the fcope 
of ah Sciipiure , and the times of thefe and the like 
myftcrics Icattcredup and down in his word. Yet 
I fhall (with all humility) defire to tell my Reader 
what I conceive, viz,* 

That by daily Sacrifice is not meant the facrifice 
of the Temple, for that was truly and Jittcrally ta- 
ken away by Chtift himfelf, by his being once offered 
a facrifice for his Church & people; thefubftance of 
that whereof the daily facrifice was but a type and 
fhadow, as /Win all hisEpiftlcs doth argue. And 
though it be true , that the Jews in oppofition to 
Chrift, did keep up that fcrvicc for many ycers after 
Chrift's death, and cvcn;to ]fflian'b timc,whcn it was 
finally and for ever abolifhcd by an immediate hand 
of God; yet their fo doing was ftill contrary to the 
will of God, and directly oppofitc and dcftm&ive 
to his defign in facing up that Worfhif) at the firft, 
and the defign of the Lord Jcfus in giving himfelf 
( the Lamb without fpot ) a facrifice for his pco- 
pic. 

By daily facrifice therefore muft be meant and un- 
dcrftood the taking away ot the fpiritnd fervice and 
fucrifitecf God offered daily b) bis \,e p'e through the 
Name and Mtdhtien of the Lord lefw Ghrift , which 
the Scripture doth in many places exprefly call facri* 
flees, Sdacrifices acceptable to God by Jcfus Chrift 
the true facrifice, and not the daily facrifice of the 
Jews in the Temple, which was by the death of 
Chrift abolifhcd already/ And truly if it be a truth, 
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as it is thought to be by fome,that Antiochm was but 
atypcof Antichtift, and that wl en Dar.iel had de- 
clared in the i itb chapter of his Book , what con- 
cerned him really as to the Church of the Jews, and 
typically as to the Church of the Gentiles , he pro- 
ceeds to fpeak in that chapter exprefly of Anticbrift, 
and concludes the chapter , that fuch , and fo great 
fhall be his prevailing over the people of God, that 
be fhall j,la»t ibeTalernacle of his Palaeebetmen the few, 
&c. I (ay, if all this be meant of Antichrift in \jin- 
tichut his type (as I believe it is) then it will evident- 
ly follow, that what is fpoken by Michael in the 1 2 . 
chapter., cither to the tno that flood upon the bank 
of the River, or to JDAniel himfelf, with reference to 
the end and hnifliing of thofc times and days fct out 
by thefe numbers or 1260. 1290. and 1335. muft 
neceflarily have their rife and fixation upon, & from 
the rife and firft fetting up of Antichrift, and not 
from Titus t ]ulian , or any other Heathen , though 
thofe numbers may alfo be applied to Ar,tiochui as his 
type, as they are by molt Expofitors upon the 
place. 

And though both what Tittu and Julian did to the 
material Temple and the jews , may alfo type out 
and bear proportion to what Antichrift fhould do to 
rhe fpiritual Temple of God in the Gentile church, 
For as the daily facrifice after Chrift , was real and 
fpiritual in all his Saints > and not typical or carnal, 
as it was under the Law $ fo the taking it away muft 
be understood to be by one that yet pretended to 
Chrift, though under that pretence he fets up him- 

c?2 felf 
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felf as Antichrift, and totally mines and deftroys the 
truth and power of Religion by his own fuperindu- 
ctions, traditions , and facrifices of his own inventi- 
on. Andif this be the {He~\ of whom it is faid in the

Their other miftakc upon the nexc paraphrafe, the 
Abomination thai maketh defola'ejet up , turns upon the 
fame hinge, and hath its rife from their conception, 
that the abomination of Heathcnifm, or Hcathenifh 
Idolatry fet up inftcad of the daily facrifice in the 
material Temple, is the abomination that makethdefo. 
lite, mentioned in the Text. Whereas, though that 
be a truth that it was an abomination in Titus and ]u- 
lian fo to do , with reference to the Jewijb Religion 
then profeiTed,and that Chrift gave it as a fign to the 
JevvSjwith reference to the time of their own,and ]e ■ 
rufalems deltru&ion, and quotes Daniel for the proof 
ot wha&he faid,for the further conviction ot the] cws> 
6c fatisfaction of his Difciples to their qucftion pro- 
pounded,^;. 14. 3.1 5. and Mark. 13.354, 14. yet 
that fign given by our Saviour to them, extended no 
further then to the deftruction by Titm, as is plain to 
me from thofe texts; And that Religion, & the way 
thereof being abolifhed and taken away by the death 

of 
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of Chrift, that Religion it felf, as it was then prafti- v 
fed by the jews in oppofuion to Chrift the true Sa . 
crifice, wasf though the inftitution of God til Chrift 
earned yet an ab.mination to God after his coming,and 
fulfilling of what that fervice did but type outi and 
upon this ground the prefent Jews that do ftil adhere 
to, and profecute that way in expectation .of a Mcf« 
fiah to come , arc abominable in the fight of Cod, &c. 
j iftly reputed fo by all good Chriftians. By which it 
appears to me, that the abomination of the Heathen 
cannot bz the abomination that makcth dcfolate, as 
it is oppofed to the Jewifh rites and ceremonies i but 
itis,andmuftbethe abomination of Anti<hrlfl i 'vi% J . 
Idolatry fet up in the Chriftian Church , in oppofi - 
tion to Chrift the true facrifice, and to the truth and 
power of Chriftian Religion in the hearts and lives 
of all that profels Chrift, under the notion of being 
Ghrifts Subftituteor Vicar, to rule over the Church 
and people of Gpd, inwayesof his own invention. 
This is that which is mofl abominable^ and this is that 
which took away the the urn dailj Sacrifice - 7 and by, 
and from this it feems to me,the account ot «heii90. 
daves to the call of the JeWs, is to be reckoned. And 
indeed it cannot well be accomptcd othcrwifc* for 
there arebut two wayes to accompt thefe two latt 
numbers mentioned in the 1 ith of Darnel, viz.i 290.

If it be demanded why it pleafed God to defer the 
call of the Jews 25. yeers longer then the fall of An- 
tichrift in the ycer 1666. and why no greater or lef- 
fer number of yeers arc added then 25, 

I fhall with all humble fubmiifion tell you my 
thoughts in that particular. 

Firft , The Turk is b^ ftms thought to be thc great 
Antichrift,and by many to be con juntt with thc Pope 
the grand Antichrift , and by all $onfcft to be the 
grand enemy of God, and the people of the Jews, 
who are yet the people of God, and beloved for the 
Fathers fake, as PWphrafcth them, Rm.i 1.28. un- 
der whofe Power they principally, and after a more 
eminent manner then in othet Coumreys , are, and 
have their habitations j and if fo , then it was thc 
wildotnof God to delay their call till 25. yeers af- 
ter Antichrifts fall, thc better to convince the Jews 
of their obttinacy in oppofing Chrift, when during 
that fpace of time they fhall lee and obferve with a- 
ftonifhment the great and wonderful things thattfod 
fhall do for his Church and people , againft him and 
his party, that is and hath been the great Enemy of 
his truth, and obftruction of their own converfion, 
by fetting up a Chriftiau Religion in all points like 
unto Paganifm,& forcing all true Chriftians to con- 
form thereunto, which to the Jews thcmftlves hath 
rendered Chrift abominable, ~ 
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And fecondly, in this term of » 5.yccrs, fuch afto- 
nifhmg revolutions fhall, andmay happen in the 
Chriftian world, as fhall fo far ftartlc, amaze, and ar 
mute all the world befides, (and fo the Tutk in par-* 
ticularj that when the Jews fhall at the end thereof 
be converted in a moft miraculous manner , as the 
Scripture fcems to hold forth in feveral places, (A 
Nation fhall be born in a day, and their call fhall be 
if* 66. 8. as the refurredion from the dead, &c.)ihe River Eu- 
Jfcw.i i . 1 5, fkratesy or the power of that Empire may the better 
be dryed up, and the people or God, the Jews, have 
the more eafie paflageinto their own poflefsions,and 
be inftruments under God to carry on his defigns in 
fetting up the Kingdom of his dear Sen then ap« 
proachingo by maintaining, defending, preaching and 
propagating him and his Gofpel in all Nations, and 
amongft all people, where now they remain fcattcr- 
cd all the world over. But 

Thirdly, and chiefly, I conceive therefore 2 5 . and 
no more then 2 5. yeers arc allotted them to accom- 
modate Types with Antitypes, or one number with 
another. For there are but juft 70. allotted to Anti- 
chrift alter his fall to fwim for his life , and dance 
trunchmore till his final mine ; and thole 70. are di_ 
ftributedinto2 5. for the call of the Jews, and 45, 
more for the bringing in of the Kingdom of the 
Lord Jefus : Now if you fliould either add to, or 
diminifhfrom 25. the firft number, and number it 
either 24. or 26. it would not comply orcorrefpond 
with the full number 70. but make it cither 69*0* 7 1.

Befidef, weare to confider , that the number 2 5. 
added ( o 1 2 60, the time of the Bcafts rer'gn,doth ex- 
actly compleat the number of the ]im time to 1 2 90, 
in anfwer to the time of their captivity in Eg)pt> 
whichwas juft 430. yeers, winch. multiplied by 
three, produces 12 90. yeers, and no more, & in that 
regard could be neither morcnor It-is then 25. a nd 
doth hold forth, that as the Ifradhes or Jr»jwere 
450. yeers in bondage to the igjptia»s 9 (0 they.are, 
and fhall be in fpiritnal bondage for their great I111 
againft the three that bear record in Heaven , the 
Father, Son and Holy c7hoft,in ft jetting and cruci- 
fying the MejfiAb, the Lord of Life, i 290, yeers, or 
thauimeof corporal bondage three times over. 

I know they were not in perfonal bondage the 
whole time of 4 30* yeers fine time of their captivi- 
ty being reckoned from the time of thepromiieto 
Abraham) & that Dr. Ligbtftot doth learnedly clear 
up the truth ot this particular, and faith, thattney 
were in Egypt but 2 1 5-yeers cxattj but I know wtth- 
all, that il that be admitted ( which in Scriptures- 
compt-is otherwife, as by the i&h oi\E^dw 40. and 
other p'aces is plain wet) the nambcr 25.1s the moft 

H appome 
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appofitcandonely number that can be fixed upon,, 
with relation to the Jews and their cal/, and with re- 
lation to the number 21 *. it felf , the time of cl.cir 
pcrfonal captivity in Egypt. Foras^o. ycers, their 
full time in Scripture- language, multiplied by 3. ari- 
feth to 1290, Daniels fum or days; fo 2 j 5. multiplied 
by 6. produceth the fame number cxa&ly , and fo 
types out as equally and exa&ly as the other, that as 
the Jews were 215, yeers in flavcry to the Egyptians. 
fo for their curled impiety againft the Lord Jefus 
Chrift, they fliould be both perfona )ly and fpiritual- 
ly captived and cut off from being a Church or peo- 
ple, or having a King, by the fpacc of 1 290. days or 
yeers, or ( which is all one) 215. yeers fix times 
over. 

And thus we. fee^that as the captivity in Bab)lonby 
the fpace of 70. yeers, did type out the fptritual cap - 
tiyitvof the Church and people f God under my* 
ftical Bafylouy that time 18. times over, and no morcj 
fo the captivity of Egypt doth type forth the (piritual 
captivity of the Jews ( the iequeftred Church of 
God) for the term of 1290. yeers, or the time of 
that captivity 3, times over, and no more. And by 
this it is plain to me, and I hope to my Reader, That 
' as 70. yeers are allotted after the fall of Antichrift,

fubject by way of ufc or application, and let my Rea- 
der know, that however he may conceive that the 
former partof this difcourfe is made up of notions, 
conjectures, and probable {peculations, that may as 
well not be, as be tine, and at leaft not appear iq ro 
be in our timcj yet they are moft of tliem ground 
upon Scripture, and have fure footing' therein $ and 
being fo, are as pre-grant of holy ufes to.be made of 
them, as moft doctrinal parts of Scripture whatfoe- 
ver that are not fundamental i cfpecially if youcon- 
fider the prefent juncture qf affairs in the world,the

Ifhouldgive liberty.tomy felfto make particular 
application to all forts on both fides, I might be end-

or mercy of his Landlord , in a ftupid and fencelefs 
conditiojv.tilUhe be turned out of all. 

And doth not this concern youfoh ye) of the At^ 

ttchriftian brood? Is it not your cafe ? Did hot Gpd

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for ends beft known to bimfclf ; grant your forefa- 
ther the Beaft, and his heirs and fucceilors } along 
leafe or term of no lefs then 42 . months , or 1 1 60. 
yeers to tyrannize and play Lord of Mifrule,& tread 
under foot the holy City? Rev.it, 2. And hath he 
not born with infinite patience, your blafphemies 
both againft himfelf and his poor people, according 
to his grant made unto you; yea, though by his elect 
people he hath been cr yed unto, and importuned day 
and night with many tears , to avenge their blood 
which you have (bed ?

Be as zealous for Ghrift as you will, and as faith-

And if thy Confcience will nqt permit 
thee in the ways of God to be a&ivc for their com- 
mands, yet know it is a mifled Conlciencc in thee, if 
it fhallteii thee you muft not be paflive under their 
commands, but that you mult and will put a whole 
Nation into a flame to broach your notion , and to 
canyon the defign of what you apprehend to be a 
truth. I am as you are •, I do believe afluredly , that 
Antichrift (hall fall, that the Pope is Antichrift, that 
all that adhere to hun, or take part with him, (hall 
partake of thofeplagucs that are denounced in Gods 
word againft him v and that the time of the fall of 
him and his party is not far off,though you nor I may 
not live to lee his final ruinej do believe that when 
Babylon* fonrth Monarchy is thrown down , thefift 
Monarchy fhall take place* and the Kingdoms of this 
world (hall be the Kingdoms of the Lord, and of his 
Chtift, and that he (hall reign forever and ever, and 
that his Saints (halt reign with him, as you have it in 

many 
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many places*And I can as heartily and eamtftty pray 
for the mine of Antichrift that man of fin, and tor the 
eomins of that Kingdom of Chrift & his Sain»,ts a- 
nothcrmansyctllWlnot precipitate my fclf ^nd 
all mine into mifchicf, by heady for rather headlels) 
anions, under this notion thatl am bound in con- 
fcienceto promote that Kingdom. 

I will grant that you and 1, and all good v-nrilti- 
ansarc bound to promote it, and s tobezealou*for ir 9 
vet nor vou nor 1 are fo bound, as to forget or neg- 
lect that duty that we owe to the Civil Magiltrate 
in the promotion of it. m 

The Church of the Jews when they were in bon- 
dage in Egypt , had thepromife made xoi^dbrabam 
their Father, and confirmed to Ifaae and facfry his 
Son and Grandchild, tor their deliverance out of £ - 
<ryp*atthccndof 430iycers, as firmly and equally 
as we have the promifc of our deliverance from the 
captivity of Antichrift, when once our i26o.dayes 
prophefying, or his 42, months tyranny (hall endf: 
and the lews (that were gracious ; did as firmly be- 
lieve and expeft the one , as you and 1 do exped or 
long for the other •, yet we do not read that they did 
ever rife up againft Pharoab ( though an Heathenand 
an Idolater), m a mutinous or tumultuous manner, 
but fubjq&ed thsmfelves even to cruel and mcrcilels 
bondageiBrick without ftraw was that which made 
their lives bitter.
